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Commissioners’ Report 





» In accordance with the Public Statutes of New Hampshire 
we, the Commissioners of the County of Coos, herewith present 
our annual report, together with the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, House of 
Correction and Jail, Physician, Auditors, Priest, and Chaplain. 

Time marches on bringing us to the horizon of a new year 
and leaving us with the experiences, changes and progress of 
the eventful past. It is in all sincerity and with a deep sense of 
appreciation we wish to express our gratitude to the citizens 
throughout the County and to Coos County Delegation for the 
confidence reposed in us and for their cooperartion in authoriz- 
ing the necessary funds that we may carry out our purpose, 
that of disseminating the ideals of humanity to those less fortu- 
nate, in a safe economic and humane way. 

‘Unfortunately in the fall of 1930 it became necessary for 
Almon Young, who was serving his tenth year as Superintend- 
ent at the farm, to submit to a serious operation, and later ad- 
vised the Commissioners that he felt it his duty in justice to 
all concerned to tender his resignation which became effective 
on June Ist, 1931. As his successor we were very fortunate in 
securing the services of Mr. and Mrs. Alvah H. Parker, as 
Superintendent and Matron, coming to us after several years 
experience in institutional work in the state. 

Owing to the industrial condition in the city of Berlin and 
several of the towns in the county causing much unemployment, 
a greater demand has been made upon the county for the care 
and support of men and their families who have been unable 
to find work, so that the amount of money appropriated for that 
purpose has been greatly exceeded. An examination of our 
report will show that in most of the departments we have been 
able to keep the expense within the appropriations. 

In accordance with the vote taken by the County Conven- 
tion, your Commissioner after advertising sold the entire issue 
of two’ hundred thousand dollars of bonds to Chase Harris & 
Forbes for $100.80; these bonds are payable $10,000.00 an- 
nually to run twenty years, and the new building for which the 
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proceeds of the sale of these bonds is to be used is now well 
under construction and we expect to be able to occupy it early 
in the spring. 

The report of the Superintendent will disclose that an un- 
usually large number of inmates are being cared for and the 
Alms House is very much over-crowded, and an inspection of 
the premises would satisfy any one of the wisdom of the action 
of the County Convention when it was voted to erect a new and | 
larger fireproof building. 

We wish to thank all overseers, selectmen, organizations, 
and all who have in any way assisted in relief measures and 
again implore you to keep faith a rays of sunshine are already 
appearing over the horizon of the ensuing year.

Meeting of the Coos County Delegation was called to order 
by the Chairman at 7:30 p. m., March 25th, 1931. All members 
were present. 

Mr. O’Brien, County Agent, Coos County Farm Bureau, ap- 
peared in behalf of his organization. 

On motion of Mr. Hutchins of Stratford, it was voted to 
raise the sum of six thousand five hundred dollars ($6500) for 
the year 1931, for the use of the Farm Bureau. 

On motion of Mr. Morrison of Gorham, it was voted to 
raise the sum of six thousand five hundred dollars ($6500) for 
the year 1932 for the use of the Farm Bureau. 

Commissioners Lewis, McCready and Swail went over the 
budget and explained the different items. 


Dickson of Colebrook offered the following resolution: 


“The county commissioners are hereby authoriz- 
ed to borrow upon the faith and credit of the county 
the sum of forty-five thousand dollars and for that pur- 
pose may issue bonds and or notes in the name and on 
behalf of the county at a rate of interest not exceeding 
five percent per annum.” 

“Such notes or bonds shall be designated Coos 
County Funding Bonds and, such bonds or notes shall 
be issued in conformity with the provisions of chap- 
ters 38 and 59 of the Public Laws.” 

On viva voca vote the resolution was adopted. 
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On motion of Leith of Lancaster it was voted to accept the 
report of the Commissioners. 


Leith of Lancaster offered the following resolution: 


“RESOLVED, that the sum of two hundred thousand dol- 
lars is hereby appropriated to provide for the construction, 
equipment and furnishing of a new almshouse and additional 
facilities connected therewith at the Coos County Farm in West 
Stewartstown. 

“The County commissioners are authorized to borrow upon 
the faith and credit of the county said sum of two hundred 
thousand dollars or any portion thereof to carry out the pro- 
visions of this resolution and for that purpose may issue bonds 
and notes in the name and on behalf of the county at a rate of 
interest not exceeding five percent per annum. Such bonds 
shall be designated Coos County Farm bonds, and, except as 
herein otherwise provided, such bonds and notes shall be issued 
in conformity with the provisions of chapters 38 and 59 of the 
Public Laws.” _ 

On viva voca vote the resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Leith of Lancaster it was voted to re-consider 
the vote whereby the next above resolution was adopted. 

On viva voca the motion prevailed. The question being on 
the adoption of the next above resolution. A roll call was re- 
quested by Pingree of Berlin, and the roll was called with the 
following result:

Hancock of Milan; Brown of Northumberland and Emery of | 
Stark voted “No.” 

Twenty members having voted in the affirmative and four- 
teen having voted in the negative the resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Burbank of Berlin offered the following resolution: 

I move that a committee of four be appointed by the chair 
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to act with the Chairman as an Executive Committee to employ 
an accountant to audit and install an accounting system on such 
county accounts as the committee may deem advisable. 

On viva voca vote the resolution was unanimously adopted. 


The Chairman appointed as members of such committee; 
Pingree of Berlin, Emery of Stark, Burbank of Berlin, and 
Hutchins of Stratford. 

Mr. Hutchins of Stratford offered the following resolution: 

RESOLVED, that a Building Committee be elected by this 
county delegation assembled at Concord on this 25th day of: 
March, 1931. Said committee to consist of Warren W. James of 
Berlin, N. H., Chairman, Frank B. Lewis, A. N. McCready, Clark 
E. Swail, Wiliam H. Leith, H. A. Moore, and John C. Hutchins 
all residents of Coos County; that said committee shall be 
‘designated as a Building Committee and shall have authority 
to make all necessary arrangements for the construction of a 
new Coos County Alms House with such facilities and equip- 
ment as in their judgment may be necessary for the shelter and 
care of the dependents of the county and the criminals of said 
county who may be legally committed to the care and custody 
of the Board of Commissioners of said county; that said com- 
mittee shall have full authority to purchase plans, make con- 
tracts and disburse monies to ‘the limit of the appropriation 
made for building purposes and for equiping such new buildings 
suitably to meet the purposes herein mentioned. Said commit- 
tee is further authorized to dispose of existing buildings and 
equipment at said county farm upon the most favorable terms 
available and proceeds therefrom shall be applied to carry out 
the provisions of this resolution; provided, however, that such 
application shall not go beyond the sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars authorized to be expended hereunder. 

Mr. Leith of Lancaster offered the following amendment to 
the resolution: 

Amend by adding at the end thereof the following: “Any 
vacancies which may occurr on this committee may be filled by 
the remaining members.” 

The question being on the adoption of the amendment offer- 
ed by Leith. On viva voca vote the amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Pingree offered the following amendment: 

Amend by striking out the names. Warren W. James of 
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Berlin, N. H., Chairman, William H. Leith, H. A. Moore, and 
John C. Hutchins, and inserting after the same Swail the fol- 
lowing: “Four members of the delegation to be appointed by 
the Chairman.” 
On viva voca vote the amendment was not adopted. 
The question being on the adoption of the resolution offered 
by Mr. Hutchins. On vivo voca vote the resolution was adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Hutchins of Stratford it was voted to 
raise the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) for the expense of 
the committee in conducting the audit. 
On viva voca vote the motion prevailed. 
On motion of Hutchins of Stratford, it was voted to ad- 
journ to the call of the Chairman.

In accgrdance with Chapter 30, Section 1, Public Statutes, 
the Superintendent of County Farm shall make up his report 
to January 1, annually and also Section 2 of said Chapter re- 
quires that the Superintendent’s report shall contain, in addi- 
tion, a list of paupers actually supported at the Farm and the 
number of weeks each was supported, also a statement of the 
average cost per week for each pauper with an explanation of 
the basis upon which such calculations were made. 


The whole number of persons supported and partially sup- 
ported for the year ending December 31, 1931 was 263. The 
number of weeks board is ascertained by taking the number of 
days between the day of admittance and the day of departure 
of each individual and dividing that number by seven which 
gives the total number of weeks each was supported. 
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The whole cost of supporting paupers at the Farm for the 
year ending December 31, 1931 was $32,128.11. This sum divid- 
ed by the whole number of weeks furnished—7,759 weeks, 5 days 
give $4.14 plus, as price per week.

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Solicitor’s Report 


January 25, 1932 

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 
County of Coos: 

Gentlemen: 

I beg to submit herewith my report as Solicitor for Coos 
County for the year ending December 31, 1931. The following 
is a record of criminal cases handled by my office in the Superior 
Court during that period. 

APRIL TERM, 1931 

(1) State vs. Alvah Seymour. Driving under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor. Nol prossed by the Solicitor on request 
of Judge Oakes for lack of sufficient evidence to convict. 

(2) State vs. Hyman Abramson. Storing junk in the town 
of Milan without having obtained a license. Tried by jury and 
verdict of guilty. Sentenced to pay $300.00 and costs. 

(3) State vs. Noei Rines and Lester Rines. Jacking deer. 
Cases tried by jury and respondents acquitted. 

(4) State vs. Harold McGivney. Trial by jury for man- 
slaughter. Found guilty of manslaughter in the second degree, 
and, after having been confined at West Stewartstown nine 
months, was given a sentence of not more than four years nor 
less than two at hard labor in the State Prison at Concord. 

(5) State vs. George Couture. Non-support of his minor 
child. Plead guilty. Was sentenced to six months in jail at 
West Stewartstown and was committed. 

(6) State vs. Warren Patterson. Non-support of wife and 
‘minor child. Plead guilty and was sentenced to six months in 
jail and costs of prosecution, jail sentenced suspended on pay- 
ment of costs of prosecution and during his good behavior. 

(7) State vs. Alton Twombly. Charged with larceny from 
his mother. Plead guilty. Was sentenced to six months in the 
House of Correction, sentence suspended, mittimus to issue at 
the call of the Solicitor.
